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Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments filed 3/24/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive to overcome the prior art Ramanathan-Fodor. 

As per claims 1 ,7 and 12 applicant argues the prior art does not teach "storing 
data file and transfer conditioning information thereof received from a first mobile 
terminal" and "including blocking time period set in the first mobile terminal of when to 
block a file transfer by the first mobile terminal." 

Examiner points out the prior art taught a wireless environment [Ramanathan, 
wireless LMDS, col 1 lines 29] wherein the filtering log information were compared to 
determine throughput [Ramanathan, Fig 5] including calculating the data transfer rate, 
round trip delay (i.e.: blocking time period) [Ramanathan, col 9 lines 38-59]. The prior 
art does not explicitly claimed the first mobile an second mobile. It was clearly that in the 
wireless environment the round trip delay is calculated from s source node to 
destination node which is obvious a mobile terminal. 

Therefore the rejection is sustained.
